The  arrangement,  by  which  parents  may  take  their  children 
to  eh-  Doctor  of  their-  own  choice  for  free  immunisation,  is  still  in 
force  but  far  too  few  peonlo  take  advantage  of  it.  Efforts  are  made 
by  th  District  Nurses  and  Teachers  to  persuade  parents  to  have  their 
chile  on  immunised;  but  while  a very  small  proportion  refuses,  a fairly 
large  proportion  fails  to  make  the  effort  to  attend  at  their 
Dccto-  '3  surgery.

’ ^nby-Out-Liberty  piped  supply  is  obtained  from  the 
Narbertn  R.D.  Council' s Main,  the  source  of  whioh  is 
Precelgy.  This  water  is  also  treated  and  results  of. 
analysis  have  up  to  date  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

Practically  a±_  the  water  in  this  area  has  a high  degree 
cm  hardness.  In  all  cases  where  there  are  piped  supplies, 
the  wcter  is  carried  in  Cast  Iron  Mains.  Services  from  the 
?l;lns  t10  stand  pipes  and  houses  are  made  with  galvanized 
.•1  on  pipe  and  lit  tings.  As  there  are  no  cases  where 
tno  water  is  liable  to  Plumbo  Solvent  Action,  no  action 
has  been  deemed  necessarv. 


^c^on  „hus  been  taken  in  cases  of  \7ells  being  polluted 
y suiiuce  water  during  exceptionally  heavy  rain  and 
snow  falls.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  prevent 
contamination  and  the  wells  were  thoroughly  cleaned  out 
and  made  safe.
